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Hinchinsbrooke House is an Elizabethan 
mansion dating from the middle of the 16th 
century, situated in the vicinity of Huntingdon 
It is the seat of the Earl of Sandwich, and was 
originally the residence of the Cromwell family, 
from whom it was purchased by the Montagus in 
1537.
